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Park board given 
tax increase 


Places recreation 
reject on sound 
nancial basis 


Jaxpayers of Arlington Heights 
Park District placed the affairs of 
the district on a relatively sound 
financial basis by their approval 
Tuesday of an increase in tax rate 
by a vote of four to one. 
The voting on the propositions 
were IOO to 27 and 98 to 26, 
respectively. 
Two propositions were placed 
on the ballot. No. I provided for 
a tax of one mill for recreational 
purposes. Proposition No. 2 in­ 
creased the corporate rate a half 
mill. 
The one mill tax is expected to 
partly make up the deficiency that 
results every year by the operation 
of the swimming pool. The cor­ 
porate tax has been scarcely suf­ 
ficient to meet maintenance costs 
of the many parks that are under 
the control of the park districts. 
The park board will still have 
to work on a close budget, but 
thfeir worries of big deficiency 
every year is at an end. 
As the increased taxes will not 
be received until 1943, there will 
be some financial difficulties next 
summer. 
A $30,000 refunding bond issue 
has been completed on an issue 
which originally did not provide j 
for a sinking fund. Under th e ! 
new issue such a fund will be) 
built up.

The water main connection with 
the well at Arlington Park is again 
being used by the village of Ar 
lington Heights, which must de­ 
pend upon that supply until the 
new well is in operation. The north 
side wrell has been giving a lot of 
trouble. 
Local officials can only 
guess at w’hat has happened to the 
original water supply of that well, 
which has shrunk one half. 
While the wrnter from that w’ell 
is safe to drink, its riley condition 
has been disturbing many house­ 
wives. It 
has been shut off, due 
to the condition of the wrater and 
the per gallon cost of pumping. 
Water from race track has been 
used at different periods the past 
four months. There have been de­ 
livered in the village mains from 
that well between June 26 and 
Oct. 6 a total of 3,709,300 gallons 
of water. 
Machinery is being put in place 
to test the newr well at a depth of 
1,550 feet. Drilling has proceeded 
through two stratas of water sand, 
of 40 feet and 60 feet respectively. 
The w'ater has not risen in the w’ell 
to any appreciative height, but 
the village board members will be 
sat is fifed if the test proves that 
there is an ample supply of water 
available. The wrell driller expects 
the supply will be between 500 and 
600 gallons a minute.

The purpose of the 
council would be to help in safe­ 
guarding the community from ac­ 
cidents and aid in accident preven 
tion education. 
The judge related how the safety 
council checked traffic accidents in 
his community, Des Plaines. He 
pointed out the large proportion 
of citizens that wrnuld eventually 
become victims of automobiles or

Every Illinois truck must have 
the name and 
address of the 
owner painted on both sides, and 
the empty weight must be painted 
on the right hand side of the ve­ 
hicle. All trucks must have a cer­ 
tificate of insurance on file with 
the division of motor carriers in 
compliance with section 16 of the 
act, which refers to public liabil­ 
ity and property 
damage insur­ 
ance. 
Elroy Winkelman., who operates 
truck testing station in Arling­ 
ton Heights reports that he has 
been kept very busy testing trucks 
whose owners realize that a new 
sticker must be 
secured before 
Nov. 1st. “We do not attempt to 
sell a truck owner anything he does 
not need,” says Winkelman. “Our 
first purpose is to see that the 
truck meets the state requirements. 
Our second is to have the truck 
owner pay as little for repairs as 
possible. 
The increasing number 
of truck owners who arive long 
ways to have their trucks tested by 
us show's the wisdom of such a 
policy.” 
Truckers arrested in the vicin­ 
ity of Arlington Heights and Pala­ 
tine usually pay fines off $2 and $2. 
Higher amounts are assessed in 
other places.

provements will not cost the tax 
payers of Mt. Prospect 
a cent. 
Their cost comes from Mt. Pros­ 
pect’s share of gas tax funds. The 
maintenance of the lights, how­ 
ever, amounting to $400 a year will 
be paid from corporate funds. 
“We have established a goal,” 
continued 
Mayor Besander, “for 
other towns to shoot at. It has tak­ 
en us three years to get the O. K. 
on the lighting project, but the 
railroad gates and pavement wid­ 
ening are coming quicker.” 
Due to the fact that practically 
all streets in the town are paved 
and need few repairs, the gas tax 
money belonging to the village has 
been accumulating.

better to spend the money for mod­ 
ern improvements than to allow it 
to grow whiskers in the state 
treasury.

Farm Management Ass’n 
to boost farm incomes 


Field man plan 
to be explained at 
meeting Oct. 27 


How the average farmer in Cen­ 
tral Illinois has increased his net 
earnings $1000 to $2000 through 
the Farm 
Bureau-Farm Manage­ 
ment Service will be the subject 
of a short talk by E. M. Hughes 
of the Department of Economics, 
University of Illinois, at the Farm 
Bureau office at Arlington Heights 
Tuesday evening, October 27, at 8 
p. rn. 
It seems aUpipst incredible that 
by re-organizing the cropping sys­ 
tem of the farm business and stu­ 
dying the various co'st expenses on 
a farm this can be done. However, 
in many cases it has been clearly 
demonstrated it is not only a pos­ 
sibility but farms that are so re­ 
organized held their high earning 
position. Such a service is being 
organized in Northeast 
Illinois 
similar to the service they have 
been running for a number of 
years in Central Illinois. 
This work started o\it in Wood­ 
ford county sometime .ago and has 
proven so popular 
that it has 
spread from county to county. 
Through the insistance of a num­ 
ber in this territory the service 
will be introduced into the north­ 
east part of tile state beginning 
January 1st. 200 farmers will form 
an association .and employ a field 
man. The costs are relatively un­ 
important as they range from $25 
to $35 per year. Farmers who are 
interested in a re-organization of 
their farm through this service are 
invited to come in and meet with 
Mr. Hughes and determine if they 
think it would be to their advant- 
to eiitej1 this service.

The Legislative commission 
Of the Illinois High School As­ 
sociation has approved of five 
amendments which will be put 
to a vote of the principals at­ 
tending the state meeting at 
Champaign on November 7. Of 
these five propositions there 
is only one that does not meet 
with our approval. 
Would eliminate 
spring football 
Three fine propositions have 
to do with football. They are 
to eliminate spring football 
throughout the state, allow 
fall practice to start August 
25 instead of the present Sep­ 
tember I date, and to require 
ail teams to practice three 
weeks before playing their 
first game. Spring football 
without question interferes 
with boys competing in track 
and baseball. The other foot­ 
ball changes would help a lot 
in eliminating injuries thru a 
better conditioning period be­ 
fore opening the season’s 
competition. 
Favor Home Rule for Chicago 
>' A fourth proposition would al­ 
low the Chicago schools to run 
their own affairs except that they 
would abide by the state rules 
when playing schools outside the 
metropolitan area. 
A minimum 
membership fee of $5.00 would be 
j»id by Chicago schools. This is 
a compromise which 
meets with 
City approval. Last year few' of 
the Chicago schools joined the 
a tate association. None of them 
entered the state series of basket­ 
ball tournaments and no more than 
to per cent entered outside track 
competition. 
We Oppose 19 Year Age Rule 
The amendment that we feel is 
unjust is the proposal to bar 19 
year old boys from competing in 
nigh school athletics. The plan if 
passed by a two thirds vote of 
the principals would go into effect 
pext September I. According to 
the proposed rule an athlete could 
finish the football season if he be­ 
came 19 after the middle of the 
season. 
He could complete the 
basketball schedule if he became 
over age after February I. If he 
became 19 between February I 
and May I he could compete until 
May I. If he became 19 after May 
I he could complete the year in 
sports. 
Start School Later 
f'han Formerly 


* There are several reasons for 
our disapproval of this rule. The 
chief one is that under the pres­ 
ent six year age requirement for 
grade school entrance, should a 
boy be retarded through illness, 
transfer from one school to an­ 
other, or for other reasons he 
would likely be 19 before the com­ 
pletion of his senior year. Many 
children start school at 6% years 
Said would be ruled out if retarded 
a single semester. 
Let’s Get More Boys 
fit Athletics 
One of the points of emphasis 
In the defense program is to get 
more boys into sports rather than 
restricting the number. The inter­ 
est in sports helps to keep over 
age boys in school and encourages 
them to complete their high school 
education. 
If declared ineligible 
many would drop out. It used to 
be a practice in some places to en­ 
courage good prospects to stay out 
a couple of years so that they 
would be more mature in their fin­ 
al year of high school. We do not 
J>elieve that such methods are very 
common and that a rule is needed 
to curtail the practice.
